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MARMALADE. 

Every housewife at this time of the 
year should try and make her own mar- 
malade when the Seville oranges are on 
‘the market. Either sweet or the more 
bitter Seville oranges may be used, or a 
miature of the two. ‘T'his is entirely a 
matter of taste; the mode of treatment 1s 
the same. The peel of the oranges may 
either be minced, finely shred, or cut tn 
thicker slices; this, too, depends on in- , 
dividual preference, and upon whether the 
marmalade is wanted thick or more 
transparent. i 


ORANGE MARMALADE. 


To four pounds oranges allow one 
lemon, twelve pints cold water, half pint 
boiling water, and sugar as below. his 
is a thick marmalade, 

Wash or wipe the oranges and lemon, and 
cut them in half. Then squeece out the 
juice of the truit on a lemon squeezer. 
Strain it into a basin and cover. Put the 
pips into another basin, pour the boiling 
water over them, and cover. Now com- 
mence the mon i up. By first removing 
the juice from the fruit this will be very 
much simplified.. Cut. the half peels in 

uarters and then in thin slices with a 
knife or marmalade cutter. (4 mar- 
malade cutter is a great benefit tt a large 

uantity is being made, and can be hired 
rom any ironmonger.) 

Put all the cut up peel into a jar, pour 
the cold water over it, cover, and leave to 
soak all night. This is all that can be 
done the first day. 

Next day put the peel, with the water, 
into a pan, and boil it until tender. Boil 
the pips with their water in a small sauce- 
pan for ten minutes, and then strain off 
the liquid into a preserving pan. When 
the peel is sufficiently cooked pour the 
contents of the preserving pan back into 
the basin, add the juice of the fruit, 
cover, and leave until next day. 

Measure the mixture with a quart or 
pint measure, put it back into the preserv- 
ing pan, and allow one pound of suaar to

CASE FOR THE DEFENDANT. 

Mr. Larkin, in Opening his case, said that 
he wag anticipating that the other side would 
have produced other witnesses. In this case 
he was. not concerned from a personal point 
of view. He detailed the history of the 
Union which had led up to the present situa- 
tion.” He, himself, was founder of the Union 
in 1909. He challenged the qualifications of 
Mr. O’Brien to be a member of the Union, 
and suggested that he got in by surreptitious 
means. At no time did he take any more out 
of the Union than he formally earned. It 
was deplorable. that Mr. Connolly was not 
there that day, he said, before proceding to 
refer to his arrangements for going to America 
in 1914. Mr. O'Brien did not know for what 
purpose he was going to America. ‘He was 
not in his confidence.

The Master of the Rolls said that there was 
no allegation against Mr. Larkin in connec

Mr. Larkin ‘seid that Mr. O’Brien came in 
to show the Union how to do things, and 
rules were written, so that officials got con- 
trol of the funds and control of the Union, 
and carefully served their own. interests. 
Neither Mr. O’Brien nor his counsel had ever 
proved that he was elected to an executive 
position in 1917 or 1915, nor that any of the 
so-called Executive were elected; yet ‘they 
sent out suggestions for alterations of rules 
and cg ay into’ being a new rule book. 

BRANCH SECRETARY CALLED. 

John O'Neill, Secretary, No. 1 Branch, was 
called, Mr. Larkin stating that he had served 
him with a subpena to attend and bring all 
books and documents with him. 

Mr. O'Neill said that he had only been 
served with the subpwna at the luncheon 
hour, and had not the books and documents 
mentioned with him. The roll books were 
very heavy. 

Mr. Larkin said that he would be satisfied 
if the roll book from 1914 up to 1917 was

Mr, E. J. Kelly (instructed by Messrs, E. 
and G. Stapleton) said that a writ had been 
issued against the defendant for £24 10s., 
for goods sold and delivered, and judgment 
had been marked for that amount and 
£8 2s. 9d. costs. The amount was still due 
to the plaintiffs, and they asked for an in- 
stalment order against the defendant. — 

The defendant was examined, and said that 
he had 113 acres of land, which was all 
mortgaged. Of those 113 acres he held 
forty acres for life. The land had not been 
worked for the last twelve months, as Mr. 
Edward White had an order to sell the place 
on foot of a mortgage. 

Mr. Kelly—Do you own any horses? Do 
you own a racehorse called Clonard? No. 

How is it that you did not pay Clery and 
Co. for the goods sold you? I lost all of 
my money, and my rent and taxes have not 
been paid. 

Mr. Kelly said that, in the affidavit of the 
laintiffs’ solicitor, he stated—‘‘I am _ in- 
ormed and believe that the defendant and his 

brother owned a couple of racehorses, ‘and 
that he sold two last year, and is said to 
have got £300 for one and £400 for another. 
He’ also carries on the business of a farmer.’

CORK FARMER SUED. 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels, in the case of 
Hunter v. Dawkins, Mr. Binchy (instrpcted 
by Messrs. Cussen and Kieran) applied on 
behalf of the defendant, George Dawkins, oi 
Knockglass, Ladysbridge, Co. Cork, farmer, 
to vacate a judgment. for £85 commission 
obtained by the plaintiff, J. Hunter, of Globe 
Chambers, Quayside, Newcastle-on-Tyne, com- 
mission broker, as agent for’ the defendant 
in ing for the purchase of a farm of 
land, situated at Comb Raleigh, Devonshire, 
for the sum of £1,700, between the months 
of April and August, 1921. Counsel said that, 
in default of appearance by the defendant, 
jndgment was marked against him on the 
bard 5 November last. The defendant had filed 
an affidavit in which he stated that he was 
never served with the writ of summons. About 
the árd December he received a letter from 
the Sheriff, Co Cork, informing him that a 
fi fa had been lodged with him for execution, 
and threatening to seize his cows. e 
letter took him completely by surprise, as 
he never owed the plaintiff anything. The 
affidavit went on to state that in the spring 
of 1921, when the outlook in this country was 
not bright, the defendant saw an advertise- 
ment in the Cork Examiner from the plain- 
tiff, advertising farms for sale in England and 
Wales. He got into correspondence with the 
plaintiff, and informed him that he would 
pay him commission if he purchased a farm 
through him in England or Wales. He did 
not purchase a farm through the plaintiff or 
anybody else in “yy or elsewhere; He 
made ai offer of £1,500 for a farm, referred to 
as the Radnor farm, and this offer was re- 
jected. ‘At present he (defendant) was livin 
on his farm at Knockglass, Co. Cork, and h 
been there for the past ten years, since he 
purchased it. He added that he had a good 
defence to the plaintiff's claim: 

The plaintiff, in an answering affidavit, re- 
ferred to the correspondence which had taken 
place with the defendant on the subject of 
the purchase of a farm, and stated that from 
the 20th April, 1921, to the 18th November, 
1921, he was in constant communication with 
the defendant, as his agent, with a view to 
purchasing a farm in England, and during 
that period he supplied him with exhaustive 
particulars of farms in many parts of the 
country, He now claimed commission in 
connection with the proposed purchase of the 
Reddishaye farm, Devon, in September, 1921. 
Counsel said that, having regard to all the 
circumstances, the defendant should be allowed

The name of Arthur Yates on the Turi 
has always been a synonym for honour, 
and Mr. Blunt brings out admirably the 
kindness, the good humour and the trans- 
parent honesty of the man. 

It is easy to credit Arthur Yates with 
much tenderness of heart. From one point 
of view he was the hard-riding trainer, 
the somewhat autocratic master. He had 
a very powerful voice, and it used to be 
said in the old days that the voice of 
“Mr. Arthur” out on the gallops, up- 
braiding in no measured terms some err- 
ing stable lad, could be heard two parishes 
away. His bark, however, was always 
worse than his bite. He records his judg- 
ments on some of the famous jockeys he 
had known. He maintained invariably 
that George Fordham was the greatest 
a whom he had ever met; but he 
iad not nearly so high an opinion of Fred 
Archer, whom he regarded as “a butcher.’ 
Of course, Archer was a great jockey, but 
he was evidently rather hard on a horse. 

Arthur Yates has a sincere pride in the 
company. of well-known peoplé and famous 
horses. Take the following:—‘ For in- 
telligence approaching the human I think 
Gamecock holds the prize. I have de- 
scribed how he would win his races after 
appearing to be completely ‘out of the 
fight.’ Not only to the onlookers, but to 
his jockey as well, he would seem to be 
lagging behind, hopelessly beaten, and all 
the riding in the world could not extract 
another ounce of effort from him. ‘But as 
soon as the sounds of the ring reached 
his ears he became a different animal, 
suddenly endowed with energy. When he 
was seen to be making his run the old 
familiar roar of ‘Gamecock! Gamecock!’ 
would burst forth, and the old horse, like 
an athlete who has suddenly gained his 
second wind, would come away from the 
last fence with an amazing burst of speed,

A KING’S MIRACLES, 

To all Etonians and members of King’s 
College, Cambridge, the miracles per- 
formed by Henry VI. will make an 
especial appeal ; for he was the founder of 
both colleges, It is especially fitting that 
the two editors should be the Reverend 
Ronald Knox, who was King’s Scholar at 


College, Cambridge. The raison d’étre of 
the book is, of course, the canonisation of 
Henry VI., and to this end it is necessary 
to show that the king wrought miracles. 
We all know that Shakespeare regarded 
Henry V.. as “base, fearful and despair- 
ing Henry faint-hearted and de- 
gemerate king.” Naturally the editors seek 
to’ belittle this: verdict by the appeal to 
contemporary evidence which takes a more 
rosy view of his virtues. We are told of 
the obstacles in the past to the King’s 
canonisation, One was that the House of 
York did not care for the public venera- 
tion of a Lancastrian king. 

Then we come to the manuscript proper. 
Here the editors set down only the 
miracles investigated under Henry VIII. 
and verified upon investigation, though we 
remain in doubt as to the credibility of the 
verification. We give a sample of the 
alleged miracles. A man of rnet, we 
are told; was pierced by a spear, and, 
after lying speechless and despaired of 
during nearly twenty-four hours, was 
healed immediately upon invocation of 
King Henry. This happened on August 
17th, 1489. The editors add that this was 
never investigated,.although Barnet was 
easily atcessible. We learn that the 
sanatus was one Richard ap Meredith, who 
sustained an injury in an affray with the 
servants of John Thornbury who were 
distraining upon his property. The by- 
standers only prayed that he might be able 
to make his last confession, but the re- 
covery was complete. Then we hear of 
Thomas Burton, who was set free from his 
chains by an apparition of this most 
i under his guid- 
rom prison. This 
happened on the tenth month of the year 
1489. His case was investigated, but was 
not verified. The editors drily add that, 
as Burton had been more than twenty-nine 
weeks without trial, Providential interfer- 
ence reasonably could be expected.

POLISH DRAMA. 

Krasinski, “the Anonymous Poet,” 
Polish patriot and friend of Henry Reeve, 
formerly editor of The Times, is ranked by 
critics as second only to Mickiewiez as an 
exponent of the Polish genius. His works 
are available in French, but hitherto have 
been known to English readers only by an 
adaptation of “The Un-Divine Comedy 
by Lord Lytton and some fragments in 
Miss Gardner's fine study of his life. 
“The Un-Divine Comedy,” written in 1853, 
when the poet was but twenty-one years 
of age, is a fantastic drama in a mood of 
Byronic fatalism. A translation of his 
“ Trydion ' would be more interesting as 
literature; but the present work has & 
peculiar interest in that it seems to pro- 
phesy the social upheaval in LHastern 
Europe. Jews who have disguised their 
nationality plot and achieve a revolution, 
in which the old order of things and the 
Christian faith and morals are completely 
subverted. Pancras, their leader, seems 
to tower into the dreadful might of Anti- 
Christ, and the work ends in an 
apocalyptic terror. The hideous licence of 
a revolutionary mob breaks into song :— 


God had no mefcy. on us—Hourrah, hurrah! 
Kings had no mercy on us—Horrah, horrah! 
Masters had no mercy on ug—-linrrah, hurrah! 


ay we leave the service of God, the King, 


and oor masters—Hurrah, hurrah!

Sir Rabindranath Tagore’s latest nove: sur- 
passes his former works of fiction in tech- 
nique and reminds us of the Russian novel 
in its spacious manner and seryous charac- 
terisation. It is a study of social life in 
Calcutta a generation after the Mutiny. Gora, 
the hero, is a strict Hindu, an idealist, who 
declares that, if the people will not see his 
dream, they must be made to see it.

less casual and informal fashion, would 
be of small service to the public and might 
be unfair to persons whose names have 
been associated with the apparently 
compromising “exhibits.”’ He suggested, 
therefore, that the existing Committee, 
if its titerim report were accepted, 
should continue its work on the sole sub- 
ject of “broadcasting,” and that an 
entirely distinct Committee should investi- 
gate the extraneous charges. In view ol 
the gravity of these charges Mr. Johnson 
proposed that the new Committee should 
be of a judicial nature and that persons 
who might be required, or might volun- 
teer, to give evidence before it should 
have the right to be represented by 
counsel. President Cosgrave welcomed 
Mr. Johnson's plan, which was accepted 
by the Dail; and the new Committee will 
be appointed next week, To-day the Dai 
will ratify or reject the old Committee’s 
interim report on “ broadcasting.”

Colonel 
O'Callaghan Westropp said that the 
farmers generally had reached a stage at 
which they simply could not afford to pay 
their land annuities while the rates re- 
mained at their present level.

of Mr. Chamberlain, who is not usually 
given. to levity. 

He, however, -proceeded to more serious 
considerations. The great difficulty which lay 
in the way of the Laboer Party was that the 
programme they had formulated whilst in 
Opposition was wholly unsuited when it came 
to putting it into practice. 

It would be interesting to know which of 

his many election pledges the Premier in- 
tended to keep. Was the capital levy to be 
dropped ! ! 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in reply, said that 
with regard to the problems of national de- 
fence that the Government were exploring the 
whole subject, not merly from the point of 
view of strength, but also from the standpoint 
of civil, foreign, and international policy. 

He then proceeded to give some indications 
of what he and his party would consider a 
sufficiently conclusive defeat to induce them 
to resign.

mands. In the event of a strike taking 
place it is probable that work wil] cease 
from noon on Saturday, but no announce 
ment has been made. In the meanwhile 
the threat to the shipping industry has 
caused owners to divert their cargoes to 
foreign ports. Orders for England are

Prohibition. 

Since prohibition came into force in the 
United States in January, 1920, various 
statements have been made coneerning the 
number of deaths from alcoholism ; but 
the hand of propaganda has shown itself 
in much of the matter whieh has been 
published on both sides of the prohibition 
question. .

From this it would appear that 
deaths from alcoholism based upon all the 
policy-holders of the company increased 
in three years from 77 to 293. and that, 
while death from wood alcohol, the crudest 
form of substitute for whiskey, decreased, 
th» deaths from causes closely related to 
alcoholism showed a continued tendency 
to increase.

‘in the suggestion of- President Cosgrave 
LJeputies agreed first to discuss and decide on 
a motion by Major Bryan Cooper, which was 
to the effect that the evidence and the docu- 
merits laid before that Commitee should be 
printed and circulated, 

Major Cooper, in putting his proposal before 
the House, said that he had two reasons fof 
doing so. First, as a general prineiple every 
member of the Dail retained a certain right to 
now what had been done in a matter referred 
by the House to a Committee, especially when 
that Committee took evidence. Every Deputy 
had a responsibility to himself and to his con- 
stituents, of which he could not completely 
divest himself by placing a matter on the 
ehoulders of a committee. Before the Deputies 
could form a final opinion on the work of a 
committee if, was their duty, as far as possible, 
to weigh the evidence, and on it form their 
own conclusions. 

As he was very ignorant on the subject of 
wireless broadcasting he would, before he 
formed an opinion, prefer to know ‘what the 
Committee had before them. The report was 
satisfactory, inasmuch as it exonerated the 
Postmaster-General, and its conclusions in 
general seemed to be satisfactory, but he would 
like to form his own opinion on what they 
had before them. 

Secondly, in connection with this matter of 
wireless broadcasting, there had been abun- 
dant rumours affecting the credit of Deputies 
to the Dail. It was the first case of the kind 
that had come before the Dail, and from the 
point of view of precedent it imposed a very 
heavy responsibility. He hoped that charges 
of the kind that had been made, charges of 
craft, of corruption, and of johbery, would not 
hecome a commonplace of their politics, as 
they were a commonplace of politics in Canada 
fifteen or twenty years ago, when it was a 
question of which Party could bring home to 
another the greatest number of scandals. If 
it was believed outside that the Dail was 
to the repression of information the reputation 
of the House would suffer. 


HONOUR OF THE HOUSE.

It was because he believed that it would be 
bad for the Dail, and bad for public life im 
Ireland for there to remain in the minds of the 
public the slightest suspicion that anything 
was being hushed up, that he had brought for- 
ward his motion.

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he agreed 
thoroughly with the sentiments expressed by 
Deputy Cooper, and was for preventing in 
every possible way the reproduction of 
practice that he deseribed as having once pre- 
vailed in Canada. In principle he agreed that 
the evidence and documents of a Committee of 
the Dail inquiring into public matters should 
Le made known to the House. 

When the question was raised in the Com- 
rnittee of publishing. reports of the proceed- 
ings, at a date very late in those pfoceedings, 
he was one of the minority who believed that 
the Press should be admitted. He was of that 
upinion, because he feared the possibility of 
the precedent of refusing admission to the 
Press; but at the same time he recognised 
that the majority of the Committee on that 
point had reason on their side. The fact re- 
mained that the Standing Orders under which 
they were working did not contemplate au in- 
quiry of the kind the Committee bad been 
dealing with. 

The Committee’s work began quite as a 
departmental inquiry, not with the idea so 
much of taking evidence as of ex- 
amining documents and consulting experts. 
It was only -by virtue of ~circum- 
stunces which arose unexpectedly that the 
demand for publicity arose, and arose. at 4 
time much too late for the purpose that 
Deputy Cooper would like to have assured. 
Notwithstanding his own desire for the fullest 
publicity, he was doubtful whether the 
acceptance of the motion in its existing form 
would do justice to the people concerned, 
members of the Dail, and outsiders referred 
to in the evidence. 

The documents which Major Cooper wanted 
to be circulated were very extensive. ‘They 
were not selected documents, but files of 
papers dealing with matters quite apart from 
broadcasting. There were put in by the 
Postmaster-General complete files of correspon- 
dence dealing with matters quite extraneous 
He questioned whether it 
was just and reasonable that all those docu, 
ments should be printed and _ circulated, 
firstly, on the ground that much of the matter 
was not germane to the subject under review,

His suggestion to the Dail was that the 
evidence relating to broadcasting should be

If after that matter had been disposed of it 
was still thought desirable that the evidence 
before the present Committee should be made 
public in the manner on which it was given 
he would not object. But in fairness to all 
concerned, and with the utmost desire to have 
every fact put before the public, he asked that 
those upon whontany reflection had been 
made should have the right to appear before a 
judicial committee of inquiry, before which, 
in a more formal and probably more effective 
manner, they could give their evidence than 
before a Committee whose immediate purpose 
was wireless broadcasting. 


QUALIFIED SUPPORT. 


Professor Magennis said that he admired

District Inspector Dudgeon, who replied, 
said that according to the Code the accused 
was entitled to see a summary of the ev- 
dence, and he submitted that the newspaper 
report, with the Commissioner’s minute, con- 
stituted a summary of evidence. Agaih 
District Inspector Nixon denied the charge 
originally, and he thought, from that circum- 
stance alone, the Court could infer that he 
recognised the charge when he pleaded to it 
at all. They forwarded to District Inspec- 
tor Nixon, as soon as they were available, 
copies of the actual evidence which it was 
proposed to submit to the Court.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The introduction of the late President 
Harding’s name into the oil scandal ramifica- 
tions by Mr. Frank Vanderlip, hag created 
the greatest sensation, although recent 
whisperings have been connecting the late 
President and other high officials with sup- 
posed stock dealings in oil and steel. Mr. 
Vanderlip now declares that the Senate Com- 
mittee investigating the scandals released ex- 
Secretary Fall (who granted the leases under 
the ne: Administration) from further 
questioning the Committee, through fear 
that he would implicate additional Govern- 
ment officials. 

Mr. Vanderlip’s appearance before the Com- 
mittee to-day, however, may be the signal 
for the touching-off of a few more bombshells. 
Washington is full of rumours of forth- 
coming explosions. Another name which 
is being mentioned freely in these 
oil rumours’, is that of Mr. Bainbridge Colby, 
ex-Secretary of State, and one time law 
partner of the late President Wilson. 

Mr. Dohetiy, to whom the Government's 
oil leases in California were granted by ex- 
Secretary Fall, may be recalled by the Com- 
mittee, and asked concerning the employ- 
ment, or effort to employ, Mr. Colby, although 
an official statement issued this morning 
denies any Colby connection, 

There is another rumour that someone high 
up (name not disclosed) received a fee of 
500,000 dollars in connection with the issue 
of the grants; also that the big oil interests 
are reported to have sent a million dollar» 
here to reimburse high officials for their 
losses in oil and other speculations. 

Mr. Louis Brush, one of the purchasers of 
the Marion Star from the late Mr. Hard- 
ing, has-denounced the Vanderlip statements 
regarding the sale of the newspaper, and dis- 
closes that the purchase price was not 550,000 
dollars, as charged by Mr. Vanderlip, but 
580,000 dollars. The paper has been making 
10 per cent. on this amount, he declares; thus 
justifying the price paid.

THE DOCKS DISPUTE. 


SANDS RUNNING OUT. 


Dealing in a leading article with the 
threatened dock strike, Zhe Times observes :'— 
The character of the negotiations never seems 
to have recovered from the mistake the em- 
ployers committed at the first of regarding 
the claims of the Union as matters not sub- 
mitted for discussion, but simply for decision. 
If all questions as to conditions of employ- 
ment raised by workmen were to be treated 
in that way, the industrial outlook would soon 
become almost hopeless. In this particular 
case, moreover, a far larger responsibility 
than that for the welfare of one industry 
rests on the parties to the dispute. Neither 
has shown any particular recogntiion of the 
fact. There is need for a fuller realisation 
that no industry in a highly complex civilisa- 
tion exists for itself alone, but that even the 
internal affairs of one industry are matters 
of importance to every other and to the com- 
munity as a whole. This is particularly true 
of such an industry as that of dock 
transport, which is a vital link in the 
system of our overseas trade. If that link 
is disconnected for a single day, there must 
inevitably be widespread dislocation of busi- 
ness, inconvenience, and loss. 

The ibility of a. stoppage of all the 
ports of Great Britain, the sudden cessation 
at mid-day to-morrow of the whole of our 
import and export trade for a period of days, 
or even weeks, is a matter of the gravest and@ 
most urgent national importance. It ought 
not to take place, and if by any method of 
negotiation, arbitration, or inquiry it can be 
averted, that method ought to be employed. 
The amount of £2,000,000 involved in the 
concession of the wages’ claim would not by 
itself involve the country in disaster. Whether 
as a contributory factor in inereasing port 
and dock charges it would be seriously detri- 
mental to the prosperity of our shipping in- 
dustry and our overseas trade, is another 
question. The employers are apprehensive, 
and not without cause, of the competition of 
‘certain Continental ports.

AMERICA AND EUROPE,

PRESIDENT COOLIDGL’S 
PROBLEMS: 

In its editorial comment upon President 
Coolidge’s recent, speech, Z’he Times re- 
marks:—Mr. Coolidge referred in that 
cautious tone that is alone permissible in the 
present state of American opinion to the 
international relations and the international 
obligations of his country. It is gratifying 
that in this connection he singled out Great 
Britain for special praise. The funding ol 
the British War Debt, he said, was “ an 
exhibition of the highest type of international 
hcnour. It showed that the moral standards 
of the world were going to be miaintained.”’ 
Such warm appreciation is encouraging, and 
i+ is still more. encouraging in this anxious 
time to learn from the President’s speech 
that he does not regard the work of the 
American experts in connection with the 
Reparations Commission as a mere intellectual 
exercise. He suggested that, after all, the 
United States might be prepared, in her own 
interest, to support in some substantial way 
the opinions of her experts. The European 
settle~ent, he indicated, might require 
financing, the success of which would be 
doubtful without the participation of America, 
while the export of American capital for such 
a purpose might result beth in an increase 
of trade and of the discharga of a moral 
obligation. These cautious, but by no means 
unhopeful, words are the exact measure of 
the real distance that still lies between 
America and Europe. 

The United States is at present absorbed in 
an electoral campaign, in disturbing domestic 
issues, and in an oil scandal that is pro- 
foundly agitating American opinion. Their 
problems are distinct from ours, in many 
respects remote from ours; but the judicious 
and “tarefully-considéred speech of the 
President makes it perfectly plain that subtle 
changes in the internal economic processes o 
America are:blurring that effect of distance 
which not long ago so sharply separated 
America from yurope. For the present we 
must go our own way, and rely exclusively 
on our own efforts, in the difficult work of 
European settlement,

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NEW FRENCH ORDER.

PARIS, Thursday. 

A new Order which will have the effect of 
reducing to a minimum the number oí 
divorces granted to Americans ifi Paris, many 
of whom visit France to establish residence 
preparatory to filing divorce petitions, has 
just been issued by the French Ministry of 
Justice. , 

The new Order, which was sent to every 
Public Prosecutor's office in France, requires 
that every American citizen, man or woman, 
applying for divorce in France must fusvish 
an afiidavié from a recognised attorney 
member of the American Bar estabhshing 
citizenship in a certain State and further 
establishing the faet that the request for 
divorce conforms to the existing laws of that 
State. In other words, the French law 
in the future proposes to deal with Amert- 
cans ‘seeking divorce in precisely the same 
basis as the courts of their own home Siates. 

As a result, it will be harder for a New 
Yorker to get a divorce than for a Pennsyl- 
vanian, for in the Empire State adultery is the 
only admitted cause, while the laws of the 
Keystone State are more liberal. This new 
ruling puts the marriage and divorce laws 
on the same basis. An Ameri¢an, marrying 
in France, must comply with all the laws of 
his home State. This practice is now ex- 
tended to divorce suits. 

ough no explanation was offered for the 
Order. it is believed that the number ol 
sensational divorce actions recently terminated 
in France has created an impression of easy 
divorce which the French courts are eager to 
correct. 


KERRY MURDER 
-» “TRIAL, 


LIEUTENANT GAFFNEY 
CONVICTED, 
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SENTENCE OF DEATH, 


JURY RETURN VERDICT AT 
10.30 P.M, 


The death sentence was passed just before 
eleven o'clock last night, at the Green Street 
Courthouse, Dublin, by Mr. Justice Pim 
upon Lieutenant Gaffney, who was found 
guilty of the murder of Thomas Brosnan, at 
Scartaglin, County Kerry, on December 6 of 
last year. 

The judge had finished his summing-up at 
about half-past seven o'clock, and the jury, 
after an absence of fifty minutes, returned to 
Court and handed the issue paper to the 
judge without mentioning what their finding 
was. 

The judge said—We have been trying the 
ease for two days, and I won't take a dis- 
agreement. Go back, and I will come down 
here at 11 o'clock. 


no possible hope. 

His Lordship repeated that he would re- 
turn to Court at eleven o'clock. 

The jury again retired, the judge left the 
bench, and the Court was cleared, except for 
a number of Metropolitan policemen, who 
guarded the doors and approaches to the 
jury room. 


' VERDICT AND SENTENCE, 


At half-past ten o’clock his lordship again 
came on the bench, and a message was sent 
to the jury, asking if they were ready to 
come into urt. 

The jury immediately appeared, and when 
the issue paper was handed down the Clerk 
of the Court announced that the jury had 
found the prisoner Gaffney “guilty,” and 
O'Shea ‘‘ not guilty.”’ 

Asked if he had anything to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be passed upon 
him, Gaffney, who stood erect and calm, re- 
plied: “The only thing I have to say is that 
I am very thankful to my counsel for their 
defence of me, but I don’t think I got a fair 
trial from the way you spoke to the jury, 
my lord.”’ 

Mr. Justice Pim said that the jury had 
found the prisoner guilty, and in his opinion 
they could do nothing else from the evidence. 
“I cannot,” said his lordship, “give you 
much hope of mercy, but, of course, you are 
entitled to send in anything that you wish. 
I have now to do nothing else except to pro- 
nounce the dread sentence of the law." 

His -Lordship then sentenced the prisoner 
to be hanged on March 12. 

Gaffney heard the sentence calmly, and, 
bowing to the judge, said: ‘‘ Thank you, my 
lord.”” He then left the dock. 

Mr. Justice Pim, addressing Mr. M‘Elligott, 
K.C., told: him that his client, Volunteer 
O'Shea, hag been found “not guilty.” His 
lordship added; ‘‘I don’t know whether the 
State have any other charge against him. ' 

Mr. Carrigan asked that O'Shea should be 
put back, and the judge gave a direction ac- 
cordingly. 

At this point the foreman of the jury said 
that it was their wish that the prisoner 
Gaffney should be recommended to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that he was sorry 
that had not been mentioned before, and he 
would have told the prisoner. 

Gaffney was then brought back to the 
dock, and the Judge, having informed him 
that the jury had recommended him to mercy, 
said that the recommendation would be sent 
to the proper quarter. 

Prisoner—I am very thankful to them. 

Gafiney then finally disappeared from the 
dock, and the proceedings ended. 


CONCLUDING STAGE OF TRIAL, 

The trial of both prisoners, which began 
on Wednesday, was continued yesterday morn- 
ing, the jury having been locked up during 
the night. 

At the sitting of the Court, Daniel Bros- 
nan, one of the men who accompanied Gaffney 
from Castleisland to Scartaglen on the even- 
ing when the murder took place, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. Wood, K.C.,.as to his 
movements that evening, and as to evidence 
which he had given at the preliminary in- 
quiry. He had nothing to do with the 
murder, and did not fire any shot. So far 
as he knew, the only one who fired was Leen. 

Mr. Wood—Weren’t you, in your state 
ment, making Gaffney responsible for thw 
entire incident? | 

Witness—Gaffney was responsible for send- 
ing us to Brosnan's house, but there was no 
order from Gaffney to shoot, so far as. I 
know. In anything I have said I was only 
telling the truth. : 

Detective Lee, of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, told how he found Gaffney 
at the house of a Mrs Mack, 
17 North Richmond Cottages, off Sum- 
merhill on the night of January 9th. He 
had previously been looking for him. He 
made no statement in reply to the charge 
of murder. 

Superintendent Hannigan, of Tralee, stated 
that when Gaffney was brought to Tralee 
he told him of the charge against him, and 
the prisoner made no statement. The 
prisoner made his escape from the Civic Guard 
station on December 12. 

At the close of the 
prosescution, : 

Mr. McElligott asked the judge to direct 
the acquittal of the prisoner O'Shea, on the 
ground that there had been 
against him, 

Mr. Justice Pim refused the request.

“ FINANCIAL CHAOS,”

In these 
matters there ought to be adniftted a cer- 
tain privilege—which is absolitely essential 
for the proper discharge of business. 
Deputies knew the quality of materia] con. 
tained in these reports, and the various hands 
through whieh they must pass, atd how much 
men's reputation, record, and so on, depend 
on the amount of ability shown in the various 
files, they would admit that it was not reason- 
able to ask for them. 


IRRESPONSIBLES. 


A person outside, being utterly irrespon- 
sible, may easily attract some popular atten- 
tion to a matter of that sort by saying: “Here 
is an attempt at cloaking.” All we can say 
about that is that we have got to wait until 
there irresponsible people have some’ respon- 
sibility. They will then see that there is no 
attempt at cloaking in .matters. oí. that sort, 
but there is a certain’ attempt to preserve 
the independence of a service which is of 
great impottance to the State. 
Cooper agrees with the proposal, I would 
undertake to consult him with regard to a 
motion that I.will introduce next week deal- 
ing with the matter.

DEMOLISHED. 


The Postmaster-General said that certain 
items in the Committee’s report were quite 
acceptable to the Post Office viewpoint. The 
Committee conveyed a pious expression of 
opinion that a broadeasting station should be 
erected, but demolished the programme pre- 
sented to the House in the White Paper by 
which that could be brought about. 

While asking the Dail to accept that de- 
molition the Committee took no steps what- 
ever to asceriain whether there was a feasible 
substitute for the proposal. The report set 
out that the Committee had still to consider 
whether it would not be advisable to work 
the broadcasting station by State funds and 
provide the cultural side by some co-ordinat- 
ing medium between the cultural people and 
the State, the State to be responsible for run- 
ning the station.

“Stg,—The letter under the above heading in 

your issue of the~8th inst. calls serious atten- 

tion to one of the mest valuable assets we 
have in this country, both trom ,a, national 
and local viewpoint; yet, as your correspon- 
dent truly staves, no useful preservation or 
development work sin connect:on with these 
great fisheries has been undertaken by any of 
our lishery boards. Even where, l@cal asso¢ia- 
tions have been formed to collect peeve ye 
fromm visiting anglers and others fog the pur- 
pose of preserving these fisheries, the assist- 
anee given by the fishery boards and depart- 

ments has nevef been anything more ‘thai a 

prant. 

‘Phe veasons wi y the boards of the shut 
tléir-eves to the development of trout 
worth considering at the pre- 
seul time. Ip our opinion, the» regulations 

which boards of conservators were 
is the legal authorities for the pre- 
servation of these fisheries aré mainly to 
blame, for the simple reason that nobody 
to any of these boards 
unless he either owned or had an interest in a 
private salmon fishery. Take, for example, 
the legal qualification entitling a person to 
vote at these elections, He must have paid 
salmon licence duty within the district—be it 
noted that it is not a legal qualification to 
have subscribed an equal amount to the funds 
of an association for the preservation of a 
trout fishery—and, having paid salmon licence 
duty, he is entitled to a vote or votes in pro- 
portion to the amount of such duty. The 
democratic principle of one man one vote was 
never adopted in the election of conservators 
of fisheries in the country. It is only to be 
expected, therefore, that voting by proxy 
would be recognised and encouraged in the 
election of these boards, so as to give the 
manager of any particular salmon fishery an 
opportunity of cone the proxy votes of 
visiting anglers from England or New Zealand, 
and of using them for the purpose of electing 

a local conservator, who would act in the in- 

terests of the particular salmon fishery. 

In addition to the persons thus elected, we 
had as ex-officio membets, till quite recently, 
all magistrates paying salmon licence duty 
and being owners of land abutting on rivers. 
It must be remembered that the fishery boards 
so constituted are the statittory bodies to deal 
with the preservation of both the private 
salmon fisheries and the public trout fisheries 
of this country, and the point we wish to 
emphasise is that no association or club in- 
terested solely in the preservation of the trout 
fisheries of our great lakes could get legal 
representation on these boards. It was never 
intended that such association or club should 
get representation, Salmon interests only 
were considered, and the wonder is that there 
are sufficient brown trout left in our great 
lakes to provide a few days’ free ishing for 
the angler of moderate means. q 

We do not agree with some of the views of 
your correspondent regarding the preservation 
of these trout fisheries, but, as the subject is 
one which cannot be fully dealt with in the 
course of a letter to the Press, we only intend 
to refer to a few of the more important issues. | 
Our experience has been that the damage 
caused by pike is over-rated. If any particular 
fishery swarms with pike, or trout for that 
matter, the more quickly some of the swarms 
are eliminated the better; but it is not neces- 
sary to see that every pike in the fishery is 
slaughtered before the angler may expect good 
trout fishing. Pike were netted in Lough 
Corrib in 1912 and 1913 by the officials of this 
Association: in the former year the weight of 
pike removed was 4,240 Ibs., and in 1913 
5,150 lbs. These operations only cost the 
Association the sum of one penny for every 
4 lbs. of pike destroyed, and it will be seen, 
therefore, that the question of keeping pike 
under control in any fishery is not a costly 
one. It was decided in 1913 not to continue 
the netting of pike, as a number of anglers 
objected to it, and it kept not a few pike 
anglers from visiting the lake during the 
antumn and winter months. After the 
netting of these pike the trout-fishing was not 
so good as it has been for the past three 
seasons, 

It may be of interest to your correspondent to 
learn that the best trout-fishing in Lough Corrib 
is usually obtained on the waters adjacent to 
the well-known pike holes. This goes to prove 
that trout are not really afraid to come to the 
surface even in enemy territory. Therefore, 
we do not agree with the view that the pre- 
sence of pike in a fishery makes bottom-feeders 
of the trout. We are of opinion that the 
excellent bottom-feeding in all these great 
lakes naturally tempts the trout to the bottom 
for this food. This in itself does not affect 
the quality of the fishing, provided the lakes 
are not understocked. It is only when there 
is an excess of bottom-feeding for the number 
of trout to consume it that the angler has to 
resort to the daintiest winged morsel that 
nature or art provides to tempt his quarry to 
the surface. This is the chief reason why the

another trout has “ gone West.’’ 

Your correspondent does not appear to be 
aware that, as a result of local representation 
in the matter, by-laws were passed in 1896 
and 1898 prohibiting the use of cross-lines on 
Loughs Mask and Corrib respectively. These 
by-laws are still in force, and have n of 
very great benefit to the fisheries. We imder- 
stand that crosg-line fishing is still permitted 
on Lough Derg, but whether this form of 
slaughter should be allowed to continue is 
simply a matter for the people interested in 
the welfare of the Lough Derg fishery. It is 
unreasonable, however, to sucgest that fishery 
associations and clubs should not eydeavour 
by every honest art of advertisement to in- 
duce anglers to visit the country until such 
time as Lough Derg is properly preserved. 
This would not be playing the game, and 
would not be making the fullest use of the 
varied attractions and vast possibilities of the 
great trout lakes of the West, which have 
been preserved in spite of enormous ¢:Siculiies 
during recent years.— Yours, etc.,
